New York, Aug. 11. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana eays : Official 
information has reached Ilavana of a 
decisive battle between the loyal troops 
and ineurgenta forces at Matanzaa. Ac- 
cording to this information Spanish 
troops were routed after a hard 
battle, with heavy losaes. This 
news caused a Bensation in Havana 
afi it it generally known that 
Cjaptain General Weyler is now in 
MatanzBs and it is the belief that the 
Spanish troops directly under him were 
those which suffered defeat at the hands 
of the rebels. However, if this be true, 
the Spanisli ofticials here are takin^^ 
great pains to suppress the fact. 
Then,' too, the Icnowledge in some 
quarters that Gen. Gomez was 
due at MatanziiB at about tliis time 
with a large body of insurgents has add- 
ed to tlie interest in tlie battle. While 
there is no good cause to believe that 
Gen. Gomez was in the battle in ques- 
tion, there liaa for some time been a 
seemingly well founded belief at Hav- 
ana that Generals Weyler and Gomez 
would meet at Matanzaa, The Spanish 
loBB of troops and ofiicera was probably 
ereater than in any recent battle. The 
Spanish troops were compelled to give 
way before the rebels, leaying many 
;dtod on the field. 

Madrid, Aug. 11. — It ia understood 
that General Martinez Campos is willing 
logo to Cuba should tho cabinet decide 
recall Captain-General Weyler. 
There are also rumors that General 
Polnviejii, former governor of Philip- 
pines, will be invited to succeed Weyler. 
But thebe are mere rumors and thus 
fur there is no indication of abrupt 
changes in the administration of Cuba 
or the constitution of tlie cabinet. Senor 
Sagasta, Senor Moretey Prendergast and 
Marshal Campos with other statesmen 
and generals, favor the retention of the 
present cabinet long enough to recognize 
and conciliate the Conservative groups. 

A PATRIOTIC SPANIARD. 

Will Not Accept OfBce for His Party at the 
Hands of an Assassin. 

M.VDKiD, Aug. 11. — The government 
has decided to try the aesasBin by court 
martial. He still defiantly declares that 
other startling crimes will follow. The 

police and government detectives are 
acting with redoubled vigilance and the 
government is in communication with 
foreign capitals on questions of the sur- 
veillance of anarcliists. 

In tho course of an interview Senor 
Sagasta, the Liberal leader, said : " The 
country's politics must not depend upon 
an assassin. The Conservatives ought 
to stay in power under the guidaiu'e of 
men like Marshal Campos, ,Senor I'iilul 
and Senor Elduayan. Nevertheless, if 
the Queen Regent appeals to the Lib- 
erals, they are ready to respond. 

Senor Caatellar, in an interview, is re- 
ported as saying that ho will join any 
cabinet, unlesa it ia Eepublican, adding 
that Senor Sagasta, the Liberal leader, 
ought to be a member of tliat new 
cabinet, witli the i)ledged au|)port of tlie 
Conservatives.

THE LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 

The Part of the American Bishops in the 
Recent Discussions. 

London", Aug. 11. — Jit, Rev. Henry B. 
Whipple, Bishop of Minnesota, wholiad 
been one of the most prominent among 
the bishopa attending upon the Lambeth 
conference, at the request of the Asso- 
ciated Press has written the following 
views of the conference : "The conference 
manifested a decided unanimity of feel ing 
on all questions connected with the work 
of missions and the social problems which 
at this time so much interest all thought- 
ful men. One of the moat remarkable 
speeches at the conference was made by 
the Bishop of Washington, Satterle, on 
social problems connected with em- 
ployer and employee, the keynote of 
which was that men do not need char- 
ity ; they need what the Gob pel of Christ 
gives them, brotherhood as children of 
one family. The Bishop ol Alberta oc- 
cupied a foremost position in the con- 
ference as one who always expressed 
himself with terse simplicity. Bishop 
Potter has always a hearing in Eng- 
land, as well as at home, for his wise 
and loving thoughtfulnees. I think 
the American bishops won the re- 
spect and love of their English 
brethren. There was strong unanim- 
ity with all the American bishopB. 
While the fraternal love and brotherly 
sympathy of our bearta was one with 
the Cburcb of England and the colonies 
in the defenae of the faith and the work 
of our Saviour, yet they stand and 
always will stand, on the rights of the 
national church with peculiar responsi- 
bilities to God and liie children. There 
were signs throughout the conference 
and all the meetings held at outside de- 
liberations that a power above men's 
wills was drawing Christians together. 
Tiiis lovinir spirit waa the most marked 
feature of all tlie gatherings." 

ANARCHISTS MUST LEAVE. 

The French AiUhorities Will No Longer 
Give Them Refuge. 

Pahis, Aug. 11. — A warrant has been 
issued for the expulsion from France of 
Tarrida Marmol, a Spanish anarchist. 
In the course of a speech whicli he made 
on Sunday last at a special jierformance 
given in the theatre de la Kepublic for 
the benefit of Spanish refugees in Paris, 
JIarmol urged that Senor Canovas del 
Castillo should be assassinated. Mar- 
mol, formerly a prisoner in the fortress 
of Montjuich at Barcelona, is believed to 
have gone to England. The l-'rencb 
authorities are resolved to expel a num- 
ber of other anarchists from Prance.

London, Aug. 11. — Tlie Times in an 
article dealing with the English linrvcat 
siiys to-day : " The long drouth and re- 
cent storms considerably diminished 
earlier prospects of fine crops; but the 
net result of the reports and fSgures be- 
fore us seems to indicate that the har- 
vest is a fair average in quality and 
quantity," 

Torpedo Boats Coming. 
London, Aug. 10.— In pursuance to 
the British Admiralty 'a policy of 
strengthening the torpedo boat and tor- 
pedo destroyer flotillas abroad, the 
Virago and Thrasher have been commis- 
sioned for the Pacific station (British 
Columbia), and the (iiiail and Sparrow- 
liawk have been commissioned for the 
North American station. These small 
vessels will be convoyed to their stations 
bv cruisers.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 11.— From statiaUca 
published to-day it is gleaned that Brit- 
ish imports from Canada for the half 
year ended 30th June last represented 
£4,750,Gl)G, as against £4,740,782 during 
the same period of the previous year. 
The exports for six months were £2,184,- 
604. C^ada is the only British colony 
showing an increase in its exports to tlie 
Motherland. 

A cabinet council to-day dealt entirely 
with Yukon matters. An order waa 
passed confirming tho appointment of 
Major Walsh as administrator of the 
district, and reducing tho frontage of 
creek or river claims from 500 feet to 100 
feet. In view of this reduction it waa 
decided to also reduce the annual re- 
newal fee of ?100 to .^15. Major Waleh 
has arrived here to receive his instruc- 
tions. 

Instructions have been sent to Can- 
adian immigration agents in the West- 
ern States to inform intending parties 
for the Klondyke that they will save 
duty by buying their outfits in Van- 
couver and Victoria. 

It haa been decided to give Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier a reception upon his arrival 
from England. The propoaal'to have a 
grand party demonstration fell throagb 
because of the hostility of Liberals who 
were disgruntled over the distribution of 
patronage. 

McLeod Stewart's argument in favor 
of a water route entirely through Canada 
per the Ottawa valley was most favor- 
ably received at to-day's conference at 
tho Colonial OfBce. The route is the 
same that Sir John Michael and Ad- 
miral Hope traversed at the request of 
the Imperial government. Further meet- 
ings to diacuss the project have been 
arranged. 

A dispatch from Rome to-day an- 
nounces that his Holiness the Pope gave 
audience to Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Can- 
adian Premier, at the V^atican this after- 
noon. There ia considerable conjecture 
here as to whether Sir Wilfrid will de- 
cline a decoration from the Pope. 

E. E. Sheppard, trade commisaiooer 
to Mexico, ism tbe city and presented 
his report to Sir Richard Cartwright. 
He leaves again on the 20th instant from 
New York for South America. 

Concerning the call on the part o£ 
some American railways for a with- 
drawal of bonding privileges, the view 
obtains in high quarters here that under 
the terms of the Treaty of Washington 
Americans can take no such action. 

Lemoine, of Montreal, has been 
awarded the contract for the Edmonton 
bridge for .$30,500. The high figure is 
due to the condition that the masonry 
must be finished early in November, 

Up to the end of July 2,003 vessels 
with 2,202,1)72 tons of freight passed 
through the Canada "Soo" i^nal, 
against 2,933 vessels and 2,798,520' tons 
of freight for the corresponding date last 
year. 

The Minister of Justice has declined 
to interfere with the sentence of James 
Wood, of Nelson, B.C., condemned to he 
hanged for murder. 

The customs department has issued a 
circular to collectors in conformity with 
the decision of the Imperial authorities, 
instructing them to admit the products 
of Belgium and Germany at the mini- 
mum tariil'. 

The timber limits of McLachlan Bros., 
on the Upper Ottawa, were ofiisred at 
auction liere to-day, but there were no 
bidders. The limits are valued at nearly 
a million dollars. A feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to the future is the raling fea- 
ture of the lumber business at present. 

J. A. J. McKenna, secretary of the 
Indian department, and T. Kothwell, 
Itw clerk in the interior department, 
leave for British Columbia on Sunday 
evening.

When completed the road will tap the 
most heavily timbered section of country 
in Western Wasliington.

A Stranded Steamer. 
London, Aug. 10. — The British steamer 
Justin, Capt. Tweedle, from Philadel- 
phia, July 21, for Sligo, stranded on 
Wheaton rock, outside Sligo bay. She 
lies in a precarious position and is leak- 
ing. A tug and lighters are alongside, 
and are assisting her, and she may be 
floated at the next tide. 

Climbing Mount Blanc. 

CiiAMOUNix, France, Aug. 10. — Four 
French officers have just made a record 
ascent of Mount Blanc via the route fol- 
lowed by the famous Alpine guide, 
Jacques Balmat, who had been the first 
to reach the summit. The route the 
ofTicera followed has not been uaed since 
1S20. They made four attempts before 
they succeeded. 

Van Thielmann's Promotion. 

Berlin, Aug. 10. — The appointment of 
Baron von Thielmann, retired German 
ambassador to the United States, as 
secretary of the imperial treaaurv, in 
succession to Count Poaadowaky Weh- 
ner, is gazetted. 

The Antarctic Expedition. 
London, Aug. 10. — A 8i)ecial dispatch 
from BruBsela eays that Lieut. De Ger- 
lacne, the leader of tlie Belgian Antarc- 
tic expedition, which is to sail eliorlly, 
is much disappointed because, owing to 
lack of room on board the ship, he has 
been obliged to decline to valuable of- 
fer of Dr. Fredrica Cook, Lieut. Peary's 
companion, to join in the expedition. 

Soldiers for the East, 
London, Aug. 10, — A large number of 
Briti&h troops liave been ordered to get 
ready to embark for the East. Their 
destination is Buppose(i to be Egypt 
The war ollico refuses to give any infor- 
mation on the subject. 



When Messrs. CL A. Dorsey, E. P. 
Allen and James Deans arrived here by 
the lalander, on Tuesday morning, they 
were all unaware that within a few 
hours an enterprising presa would make 
them the heroea of a ahipwreck. Still 
less prepared were they for the " news " 
that their summer labor in the interest 
of science had been all in vain. Their 
surprise was made complete when they 
read in tlie afternoon paper yesterday 
that they had " greater cause for grief 
than the officers " ot the Mexico, by 
reason of the loaa of that well-known 
craft. Naturally interested, and curi- 
ous to learn the reason of this thusness, 
they read on and were informed. 

" These men," the paper explained, 
" were the scientists and naturalists who 
went north some months ago to gather 
specimena for the nesv Columbian 
museum at Chicago. They spent the 
summer on the islands bordering Behring 
straits and secured a valuable collection 
and took very voluminous notea. _ These 
specimens and notes, together with the 
party's instruments, are in the hold of 
the Jlexico, and, like the steamer, can 
never be raised. The time spent on the 
islands can be counted as so much time 
lost. One of the gentlemen in the party 
had been engaged ior six years writing a 
book. The notes made by him during 
that period, like the notes of the aeason'a 
work, are lost." 

Now it was not until the paper gave 
them the information that the members 
of the little party realized how much 
they were entitled to sympathy. As a 
matter of fact they can hardly realize it 
yet, even with the evidence in cold type 
"before them. As Mr. Dorsey recollects 
the shaping of events, he went North 
about two months ago with Mr. Deane 
and Mr. Allen to prepare 8 
collection for the department dt an 
tliropology of the Field Columbian 
museum, of which he is aaaiatant cur 
ator. They took with them no acientifli 
instruments, because they had need of 
none, and they did not visit Belirina sea 
or even conteLiiplate going there. Their 
time at command was profitably em- 
ployed in the study of the Hydah and 
Tsiiupsian races, and in the securing of 
specimens with which to exhibit their 
tribal characteristics and customs to the 
best advantage. In this they were re- 
markably auccessful, " thefinest photos 
ever taken along the coast" being ob- 
tained, together with a good collection 
of Hydah skeletons and ancient relics. 
These filled seventeen cases which came 
down by the Danube with three that 
accompanied the three inyeatigatorS by 
the Islander — the visible reault of the 
season's work filling 22 cases which 
went forward to Chicago by the Oi^.R. 
yesterday morning. 

As for the notes— six years' collections 
— for the book which one of the party is 
to write— Mr, Deans has still all the 
material at comiiiand with which to con- 
tinue his interesting writings on the 
native tribes of the Pacific Coast. 

The Jlexico's part in theallair"? That 
is what the trio fail to understand, inas- 
much as they did not so much 
aa see her during the trip. Mr. 
Dorsey and Mr. Allen continue their 
tour to Southern California to-day, 
while Mr. Deana remains at his home in 
this city. 

Naturally, the members of the party 
were much affected by the newa of their 
crushing misfortune. So overcome, in- 
deed, were they that they could only ex- 
press ttieir feelings in the old familiar 
(juotation, slightly amended to suit the 
circumstancea of the case.

VANCOUVER. 

Va.s-couvf.r, Aug. 11. — The Vancouver 
Board of Trade have passed a resolution 
regretting that the C. P. N. Company 
has broken faith with Vancouver by an- 
nouncing tliat the l)oats to the Yukon 
will not call at this city. The board 
also recommend the Stickeen river and 
Tagieh lake route as the beat lor Yukon 
travellers. The merchants of A''ancou- 
ver have subacribed a substantial siini to 
advertise in tlie Kast and elRewhere that 
Vancouver is the liest place at which to 
•outfit for the Klondyke. 

The senior lacrosse team are to practise 
•hard for the match with Victoria. The 
boys are determined to do what they 
can to retrieve their last defeat. 

The Utopia being chartered for a trip 
to Dyea, the Sehome is to be substituted 
as the vesael plying between Vancouver 
and the Sound. 

There is considerable feeling in local 
muuicipal circles over the eccreay with 
which the terms of the smelter ofler by 
Mr. Kemiiiirton, of Seattle, have been 
kept bv lending members of the city 
council. It has, however, transpired 
that Mr. liemiugton has aaked a bonus 
of $1 00,000 and refused to consider a sug- 
gestion of ^1 a ton on the smelter output. 
The city is as far as ever from ^ita.^de- 
sired smelter. ~ ;;S3.«— 

Thirty mounted police in charge of 
Lieut. Harper arrived to-day for Dyea. 
The stair for the Yukon will eventually 
be increased to 115. This year, however, 
there will be but SO. Some will be sta- 
tioned at l>yea, others scattered through 
the camps to collect royalties, and others 
stationed at the paases to collect cas- 
tonaa revenue. 

Eeeve Schou and Mrs. Schou have re- 
turned from their honeymoon trip to 
Oregon and Victoria. 

Ensign Patterson and Ensign Cowan 
of the Salvation Army were married this 
evening at 8 o'clock in the barracba. 

■WESTMINSTER. 

As an example of how close together 
the salmon run, at times, on some of the 
favorite drifts, it may be stated that one 
fisherman caught 1,000 in one drift, at O 
o'clcmk on Sunday evening, lie had a 
GO mesh net, and it was only in the 
■water a few minutes when it began to 
aink, and it required the assistance of 
tvo other boats to drag the net ashore. 
There, 598 of the fish were taken out, 
and sent to the cannery by a small 
steamer, but the flahermen still had the 
remaining handreda on his hands. 

The Western Fiaheriea and the Bou- 
tillier canneriea shipped on MoDda)^ a 
carload of fresh salmon to the Eastern 
niarkets. This is the fourth BO shipped 
witliin the last fortnight. 

Shippers of fresh fish have been noti- 
fied that tne United States have imposed 
a duty of 1 cent per pound on fresh tish 
from Canada. This is in accordance 
with a late decision of the secretary of 
the United States treasury, who was 
called upon to give a ruling on the law 
(Diugley bill) as applied to the importa- 
tion of fish caught in Lake Erie. It, 
however, aflecta the importation ot Brit- 
ish Columbia salmon, and now tlie lo(-al 
shippers of this class of fish want the 
Dominion government to impose a simi- 
lar duty. This, of course, would he just 
what the fishermen want, and, if retali- 
ation ia contemplated, it should be car- 
ried out at once, at least before the 
cohoe run. 

A new legal partnerehip has been es- 
tablished in this city, Messrs, R. Mc- 
BrideandH. F. Clinton having joined 
forces, and opened up an ofUce in the 
Curtis-Burns block. Mr. Clinton will 
shortly leave for the upper country, on a 
trip for the benefit of his health. 

A white spring salmon, captured in 
the Eraser on Sunday, was 52 inches in 
length and 29j.; inches in girth at the 
gills; greatest' girth, 38 inches. Eor 
purposes of record, -Oapt. Peele took the 
exact measurements. It weighed 76 
pounds. 

A new division will be added to the 
prize list book of the Royal Agricultural 
and Industrial Society for their next ex- 
hibition, lor horses two and three years 
old, bred in British Columbia and. ex- 
hibited bv owners. It is probable that 
,T. C. <nM, 111 Siicligrove, Out,, the well 
known breeder, will be a judge of borseB 
at the fall fair.

NANAIMO. 

The steamer Rosalie, in charge of 
Capt. Koberta, former master of the 
Willapa, arrived in port from Dyea at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. She had only 
two passengers, Mr. \V. II, Kline, wlio 
took the round trip to Dyea and retiirn, 
and Mr. I'erry Hinkle, who is returning 
from Dyea. She brings no mail or 
freight. " Her captain reports that trans- 
portation over the pasa is atill congested, 
and in spite of the fact that the road has 
been reported to be in good condition 
for nearlv three months, the first pack 
train that left Dyea has not yet returned. 
A number, however, are pushing for- 
ward and should reach the lakes in a 
few weeks. On the way down the Ros- 
alie passed a tug with two scows in tow 
with passengers and freight for Dyea, 
the Geo. E. Star, the Rapid Transit and 
the WilUamette, also on the way to 
Dyea.

KAMLOOPS. 

The work of prospecting for coal near 
Guerin's ranch continues, under the 
managen ent of Mr. J. Pickering, who 
has had many yeara experience in this 
lino. Mr. Pickering ia sinking a slope 
at an angle of about 35 degrees with the 
dip of the measure. A number of small 
veins of solid clean coal, including one 
of 10 inches and one of 12 inches in 
thickness, have been cut through, and 
in less than a week Mr. Piokerini: will 
be able to determine whether or not 
coal in paying quantities exists in that 
locality. The quality of the coal ia ex- 
cellent, and the claim svill be a bonanza 
if a workable seam is found.

GREAT JiESl'ONSIBILITIES. 

The reaponaibilitiea confronting Sir 
Wilfrid J.aurier and his colleagues areof 
the gravest character. NVe make uo 
Teference now to party politics. Indeed 
in the intenee life that we are living 
here on the Coast just now there is little 
room for partizan exhibitions. When 
Buch are manifested either in the shape 
of official decapitations or faclious criti- 
cisms of policy, either in the federal or 
provincial arena, they are received by 
the public with impatience and dis- 
missed with promptness. We are thinli- 
ing of other things here just now than 
the difTerence between Tweedledum and 
Tweedledee, for we have come to a time 
when the i)eople, without distinction of 
party, know th.it a greatopportunity is at 
hand, and when men are being drawn 
together by a feeling that their greatest 
and beet interests are identical. Of 
criticism of administration there baa 
been some, and there ia likely to be 
more, but we submit that such as has 
been preferred against the Federal ad- 
ministration, recently at least, has been 
founded on reason and in no sense been 
inspired by a desire to embarrass. We 
apeak now of the great majority of the 
people. Of course there are a few nar- 
row people to whom these observation s 
do not apply. 

The recent gold excitement has in- 
creased the responsibilities above re- 
ferred to, but has not altered their char- 
acter. Before it began the Colom.st 
took occasion to point out to the premier 
the wide scope which an enlightened 
and progressive policy ought to cover. 
In that presentation the growing great- 
ness of the Pacific slo))e of Canada occu- 
pied a very prominent part, and the 
news from Klondyke only confirms the 
position which we then took, that the 
developmentof the great auriferous belt, 
extending for twelve hundred miles 
northwestward from the point where 
the Rockies cut the International boun. 
dary to where the Yukon passes the 
14l8t meridian and enters Alaska, is the 
greatest present factor in Canadian af- 
fairs. The responsibility which the pos- 
session of this matchless domain by Can- 
ada involves has come in a more 
sudden and more acute form than we 
anticipated, but that is all. Eastern 
newspapers have been slow to bolieve 
that we on the Coast have l)eeu within 
tlie bounds of probability in tlie claiina 
we have made on beliaUofour portion of 
the Dominion, and hence have treated 
e very demand made for a broad and liber- 
al policy towards itas though British Col- 
umbia and the peerless Yukon were 
beggars at the door of the rich East. We 
submit that the day of picayunish policy 
has passed, and that no further evidence 
is needed to show that the Dominion 
government ouglit to endeavor to rise to 
the level of the imperial possibilities of 
this portion of Canada. 

Surely the rest of the Dominion will 
no longer accnao us of exaggeration, be- 
cause wo aj)ply the word " imperial" to 
our province and the region to the North 
of it. Roughly speaking there is in 
Canada west of the Rocky mountains an 
area of half a million square miles, which 
in point of natural wealth need fear 
comparison with no other region in the 
world of equal extent. Draw a boundary 
line from thesummitof the Rockies, and 
westward of it there is scope for an em- 
pire with everything necessary for im- 
perial greatness. No man will under- 
take to estimate the richness of our gold 
flelda ; no man knows what wealth of 
silver our mountains contain; we have 
probably the greatest copper mines in 
the world, and on the whole circuit of 
the Pacilic Ocean, from Uape Horn north 
to l?ehring Straits and thenco aoutli to 
Tasmania, there are no iron mines equal 
to ours. It ia needless to speak of our 
coal mines^ our timber, our fish, our 
pasture lands, our fertile valleys. There 
U here an empire in emboyo— an empire 
of domestic industrial grandeur without 



precedent, an empire of commercial su- 
premacy unrivalled. A philosopher has 
said. " America is the last and best gift 
of God to humanity." If this is true, it 
ia likewise true that of America, Canada, 
and of Canada, the Pacific slope has been 
reserved as the last to endow mankind 
with industrial possibilities of the very 
highest order. To utilize the advan- 
tages above indicated, so that they will 
redound to the benefit of Canadians 
first and afterwards to that of the Em- 
pire and finally to that of the world at 
large, is the duty which the fortunes of 
politics have cast upon Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and hia associates. It is no 
light task. It calls for statesmanship of 
the highest order. 

To give this article a practical concla- 
sion, we submit it to be the urgent duty 
of some of the ministers to visit the 
Coast without delay and learn here upon 
the spot what is needed, Ottawa ia too 
far away. At best very few voices can 
bo heard at the national capital, and 
most of those that are heard come 
through the narrow channel of official- 
dom, or the narrower one. of partizan- 
ahip. Let the ministers, who have to 
deal with the pressing questions of the 
hour, come out here and get closely in 
touch with the people. Avoiding public 
meetings, baiKjuets and that sort of 
thing, as much as possible, cutting loose 
from political hangers-on and ofiice- 
seekers, let them talk with the people, 
with the men whose faces are bronzed 
by fierce sunshine reflected from glaciers 
or sub-Arctic snows, wliose hands are 
hardened by the paddle or the |)ick, and 
whose backs, may be, are bent by the 
weight of a pack. Let them talk to the 
business men, who never think about 
politics except on election day, and then 
only if they have plenty of leisure. 
" Knowledge is power," and of nothing 
can it be more truly said than of the de- 
velopment of a policy to meet the grow- 
ing demauda oi the Prtcitic slope. 



Mr. Scouler does not confine himself to 
the truth, for he says that he would 
not be allowed to go aboard the 
steamer without first paying duties, 
but as be saya ' he was stopped 
by "a brass-fenttoned Canuck," and 
neither the Customs House ofHcers 
nor the Islander's officers wear brass 
buttons, the inference is that Scouler 
ran against a street car conductor or a 
fireman. But this by the way. The im- 
portant part of Scouler's atory ia as fol- 
lows : , 

Being fool enough to believe that he 
could get United States goods into Can- 
ada without paying duties, he purchased 
an outfit in Seattle for $307.50. This 
left him $(50 after he had paid for bis 
ticket. When be got here he found the 
duties amounted to $82.60, and not be- 
ing able to pay the amount he sold bis 
outfit for $140 and went home. The 
story adds that " Mr. Scouler clenched 
his fists at the remembrance " of how 
he was served. 

Instead of being angry, Scouler should 
be in as thankful a frame of mind as he 
can possibly get. Let it be supposed 
that he had got to the end of his ocean 
journey with his $00 intact and no duties 
to pay. What would have been hia pre- 
dicament? Simply this, that he would 
have found himself worse oU' tliau ever, 
lie could not get hia outfit over the Pass 
for less than $260, and he might proba- 
bly have to apend twice aa much. So 
he would have been compelled to sacri- 
fice hia outfit anyway and abandon his ) 
trip entirely. The idea of any man's 
expecting to (;et from the head of Lynn 
Canal to Dawson City with a ton of 
goods and only $00 in money is- that of 
the tendereat of tenderfeet.

THE YDKON REGULATIONS. 

The Manitoba Free Press is agitated 
over the feorthat British Columbia may 
have a pood claim to make laws for the 
area included in the old limits known as 
" the Stickeen territories." Our contem- 
porary is quite wrong in assuming that 
such a claim would take in the Klon- 
dyke, but anyone who knows anything 
about the way mining laws have been 
administered in this province will agree 
with its utatement that to extend the 
authority of British Columbia would not 
be " an unmixed evil." British Colum- 
bia knows more about mining, mines 
and mining laws than all the other pro- 
vinces put together. 

Reviewing the regulations adopted by 
the Department of the Interior, the Fieo 
Press finds very little to say in their fav- 
or. After discussing the proposal to re- 
serve alternate claims, it says : 

The popular dissatisfaction with this 
regulation and with the royalty is bo 
great that the matter ought not to rest 
where it is. The country would wel- 
come the issue which the dispatches tell 
us is threatened from British Columbia, 
because it would almost certainly raise 
the question of these regulations; and if 
it resulted in giving the administration 
of the Klondyke to British Columbia, 
there would be satisfaction in knowing 
tliat the people who are flocking to it 
woulil be subject to mining laws framed 
in the school of practical experience. 

Our Winnipeg contemporary depre- 
cates any suggestion of resistance to the 
enforcement of such regulations as may 
be adopted. With this we are in the 
fullest sympathy. The law must be en- 
forced. If it is unjust it must be 
clianged, but while it stands there can 
be no question that every one, Cana- 
dians and foreigners alike, will be com- 
pelled to respect it. What people here 
fear is not that the enforcement of the 
law as to royalties will be resisted, but 
that it will be evaded. If the royalty ia 
not unreasonably high, miners woidd 
prefer to pay it for the sake of llio pro- 
tection which the oflicers of the law 
would afford; but if an attempt is made 
to exact 20 per cent, the temptation to 
evade collection will be great, and many 
will take the risk. Moreover, such a 
royalty would force tlie gold to the 
United .States cities, so as to be out of 
the reach of the Canatlian authorities. 
Where people dread violence is in the 
matter of the reserved claims, and the 
risk here is undoubtedly very aerious. 
No one supposes that miners will resist 
the officers of the government in efforts 
to occupy reserved claims. Tlie fear ia 
tliat prospectors, when they get beyond 
the reach of the police, will not always 
be content to see the result of their work 
thrown away because some one has 
staked out an adjoining claim. Owing 
to the admirable way in which the law 
has been administered in this province, 
there need be no fear that miners, who 
are within the reach of the oflicers of the 
law, will attempt to resist the regula- 
tions. ; 

A SAMPLE CASE. 

We find in the Ban Francisco Call a 
dispatch from Portland, Oregon, headed 
" Scouler Turned Back," In which the 
woes of W. J. Scouler, a would-be Klon- 
dyker from San Francisco are detailed. 
Mr. Scouler saya " it is a damnable out- 
rage the manner in which the Ameri- 
cans were treated not only by the cus- 
toms officials at Victoria and by the 
booking agents of the Islander." The 
story does not disclose wherein the 
Islander people have done anything 
wrong. In fact it does not mention them 
again, the wrath of Scouler being directed 
wholly against the customs officials here.

The Klondyke craze seems to be get- 
ting worse than ever, that is in localitiea 
two or three thousand miles away from 
the mines. Out here peojjle are almost 
torpid when compared witlt what they 
seem to be in other places, if the news- 
papers correctly reflect what is being 
said and done. In the course of the 
next two or three weeks the Portland 
ought to be back from St. Michaels, aud 
she ia expected to bring newa from Daw- 
son City. If tliia bears out the proiuieo 
of tlio last advices, it is hardly poseible 
to say what the efl'ect will be. Fortun- 
ately, it will be too late for anybody to 
think oi getting in if they start as late 
as that, and the fever will have time to 
cool a little before it is time to move in 
tlie spring. As for tlioee who have al- 
ready started or are about to go north on 
atcamera thia week, wo are quite hope- 
ful that they will do better than some 
people imagine. There is naturally a 
disposition to exaggeration in present- 
ing either the best or the worst aspect of 
a case. At the same time, if the fall is 
a very wet one there will be a great deal 
of discomfort at the Passes, but ttie cold 
is not at all extreme, and the food sup- 
ply of tlie ground is ample. If it is not 
it can easily be replenished at any time. 
If the men at the Passes exhibit a little 
patience tbey will be able to start down 
the Y'ukon in the spring and get to work 
prospecting in good season, so that, only 
those who have gone expecting to get 
work during the winter will be greatly 
disappointed. 

As MiGBT be expected, the American 
press and some American politicians —

With the memory of lliat 
great souled man Lincoln, ever fresh be- 
fore tlieiii , aa it ought to be, for be was 
one whom every English speaking per- 
son rejoices to know was sprung from 
good old Anglo-Saxon stock, the people of 
the United States should be slow to lay 
the guilt of assassination at the door of 
the Bystein against which it is directed. 
In all history there has been no fouler 
murder than that of Garfield, who was 
killed because he did not fully subscribe 
to the doctrine that to the victors belong 
the spoils. It is not easy to forsee what 
may happen in Spain, for we really have 
very few data upon which to base an 
opinion.

It was 2 o'clock yesterday morning 
when the tender B. P. Rithet returned 
from the Empress of Japan, and it was 
three hours later when the big M hite 
liner proceeded to Vancouver. Among 
those who crossed the Pacific on the 
Japan was Mr. W.N. McKelvy, a second 
lieutenant on the U.S. warship Olympia, 
who is going to Washington, D.C., to 
stand hia exuinination for promotion in 
the service. He has spent two years on 
the Olympia after a short career in the 
newspaper world, and having seen these 
years in the Orient he is in a fair position 
"to know how Japan stands to-day as a 
lighlinp power at sea. He says that the 
Island Empire is fortifying herself to a 
greater extent than most nations realize. 
She ranks now, he considers, as one of 
the strong naval powers of the world, 
and is continually adding to lior fleet 
vessels of the most formidable and 
modern types. Nothing but the kind- 
liest feeling is entertained in Japan to- 
wards the United States, and Mr. Mc- 
Kelvy thinks that country looks upon 
all things American as about the best on 
the face of the earth. 

Kev. H. Y. Neyas, who disembarked 
at Victoria was yesterday the guest of 
Rev. A. B. Winchester, who went out to 
meet and welcome him. For upwards 
of twenty years Mr. Noyes has been in 
China, asBisting in some way or other in 
spreading the gospel. He says that 
since the China-Japanese war a new 
era for the advancement of Christian 
work has set in particularly in the 
southern part of the Flowery Kingdom, 
wherein his labors have been princijially 
conlined. 

"1 find the people there,'' ho said, 
" more ready to receive foreigners now 
than previous to the war. They appear 
to have been touched generally by the 
overwhelming victories the Japs secured 
over them." 

Mr. Neyefl, who is connected with the 
Canton seminary is journeying to the 
Eastern Btutcs. 

Henry 1 lewitt, another passenger, who 
landed here ia the secretary of the St. 
Paul Luuilier C!o., of Tacoma, whicli 
firm he says last year sliippcd 03 
cargoes of lumber to diflerent jiarts 
of the world. Jlr. Hewitt took 
passage for hia liome on the City 
of Kingston yeaterday. l'"or nine months 
ho has been continuoualj' travelling, 
spending not even as much as a week in 
any one ])lace. .Starting out from Ta- 
coina he went to Hawaii, then to Fiji, to 
the South Sea Islands, Australia, New 
Zealand, and numerous otlier southern 
lountries, to Hongkong, to China, to 
liusaia and to Siberia. With Ciiina the 
traveller was almost infatuated. He 
speaks of it as the ^neat country in the 
world. The people are friendly, but the 
government, ho eays, is rotten. Along 
the Amoor for hundreds of miles he 
traversed is as fine (country as lie ever 
saw in Montana. The contract for a 
railroad from I'ekin to Ilanghow, a die- 
taiice ot about 7S0 mile above Shiinghai 
on the ^'ang-tae-kiaiig river, has been 
let to lielgiiuiB. The road was surveyed 
by W, W. King and C. C. hWashburn, 
two Americans, and it is to bo built ac- 
cording to the former's authority, by 
Freucb and Russian capital. Russia is 
building to Emon, along a branch of the 
Amoor, a railroad :350 milea. Travelling 
by train is generally good in Russia, Mr. 
Hewitt states, nearly as good as in 
the United States. The speed of the 
trains is not so great as the 
former country as in the latter, but the 
Russian attendance ia all that could be 
desired. The Amoor, Mr. Hewitt 
slates, is navigable for 2,000 miles, and

Mr. Hewitt's travels were all in the in- 
terests of business, but he does not re- 
port having obtained any important con- 
tracts. 

Among other passengers on the Japan 
was M. H. E. Gerard, the French minis 
ter at Pekin, who is now returning home 
on leave, his position in the Chinese 
capital being temporarily filled by the 
French consul at Shanghai. M, Gerard 
has been stationed at Pekin for many 
yearb, and it is due to Jiia ell'orta mainly 
that the Chinese regulations regarding 
thepurchasiugof property in the Flowery 
Kingdom were changed, so that Freiicli 
reaidenta can now buy homes without 
consulting Chinese oflicialdom. This 
legislation was brought about subse- 
quently by representatives of other 
countries, first by Col. Denby for 
Great Britain, M, Gerard was great y 
Burjirised to see the account in the 
Coi.oMHT of the asaaasination of Premier 
Sigiior Cunovas of Spain. He knew htm 
well, having met him first while he was 
actmg BB French mialster to Spain. 

" He was a friend of mine," said M. 
Gerard, " and when I read the headlines 
announcing the news of his death 1 was 
greatly startled. He was a very scholarly 
man and a great statesman." ' 

M. Gerard could not speak on politics. 

"You see," he said, "wo French 
ministers are not like Fuglish ministers 
— we cannot apeak. I might say, how- 
ever, that I have been in Pekin since 
before the war with .Japan, aud I can 
see that the Chinese have been greatly 
awakened to the studies of civili;;iilion 
all about them. China ia sure to come 
into closer connection with this country 
and in the near future there is sure to be 
an enormous trade carried ou between 
both." 

M. I, Neshikawaia the manager of a 
bank in Ti}kio who passed on to Van- 
couver en route to London on financial 

business and F. A. Morgan another 
passenger is the ooiniiiisaioner of cus- 
toms for China, tie is going to Vuncou- 
vertoiuetl; his wife and ianiily journeying 
from India to incut him. Still other pas- 
sengers were Surgeon-Captain Edge, 
«'lio has been two years iu a Hongkong 
regiment, and who ia now going home 
ou leave; Mrs. II. M. Bevis, the wife of 
the manager of the Hougkoug-Slianghai 
bank ; Rev. Correll and family. Rev. C, 
K. Cunimini; and family, Rev. S. P. 
Fulton and family, and Pev. J. A. Sclsby 
and family, returning missionaries. The 
Japan brought nine intermediate aud 
223 steerage passengers and a full cargo 
of seneral freight. Nineteen Chinese 
were her only Asiatic passengers des- 
tined for Victoria.

A Miner WUo Pas : Been in This 
■ Sammer Warmly Advocates 
This Route. . 



Unc 



Loes Not 'Have to Walk and 
the Country is Not 
Inhospitable. 



[Krom the Spokane Spokesman— Revlewi 
John King, a miner well-known in 
Spokane, who has prospected and ex- 
plored in the Black Hills, Arizonn, 
Nevada, and was ideutiliud with the 
early history of the Coeur d'Alenee, 
apent two rtionths this year on .the head 
waters of the Yukon, in the Cassiar and 
other districts. He was within 200 miles 
o£Klondyko,and tells of a route to those 
famous placer digginga which he he- 
lieves will enable passengers from Spo- 
kane to make the trip in twenty-three or 
twenty-four days. 

Mr. King said yesterday morning : "I 
cannot understand why men going to the 
KIcndvke diggings should take each a 
roundabout way as is outlined by the 
transportation companies of San Fran- 
cisco, Portland and Seattle. The route 
which I believe feaaible entails no more 
hardships than a trip to new portions 
of the Slocan or Fort Steele countries, 
except that it requires more time. This 
summer I was wiliiiii -'lO luilea of tlie 
Klondyke digaings, onTealin lake, which 
is the chief soarce of iho Yukun river. 
The chances of getting down that lake 
and the Uootalinka river, t!ie principal 
feeder on the Yukon, are most excellent. 
Yoa can leave Victoria on a steamer for 
Fort Wrangle. From there you take a 
river bteamer, almost as- perfectly ap- 
pointed as steamers on the Columbia, 
for passage up the Stickeen river, a dis- 
tance of 150 miles, which will take the 
passengera to Telegraph creek, the head 
of navigation. Two steamers ply on the 
Stickeeu, the Alaska, property of the 
J>iamond S Trading Company, and the 
Caledonia, belonging to tiie Hudson Bay 
Trading Company. From Telegrai)li 
creek the route is by pack train and 
horses across table lands, teeming with 
graea and well wooded and watered, 
to Teslin lake, which is a largo 
body of water. There are no high 
mountains by this route. Down Teslin 
lake the journey of 200 miles to the 
Uootalinka river is made in Indian 
canoes or boats bnilt by the passengers 
themselves. From there the journey is 
made in the same canoes down the 
Hootalinka river into the Yukon and 
thence to £londyke, a distance from the 
lake of 150 miles. 

" Making allowance for delays and 
other troubles the trip can be made in 
this time: Spokane to Fort \V range!, 
four and a half days; trip on the 
Stickeen river, three days ; 100 miles by 
pack train from Telegraph creek to Tes- 
lin lake, seven days ; down the lake and 
rivers by boat, ten days. 

GAME AND KEED PLENTIPUL. 

"There are few white men in the 
Casaiar diggings now, but those there 
lifard of the Klondyke excitement be- 
fore I left. The abandoned placer mines 
in that district have fallen into the 
bands of Chinamen, as baa been the 
case in other districts on this continent. 
I landed in the Cassiar country the 10th 
of Otay of this year, and work was tlien 
progressing on placer diggings. The 
seaaon does not end there until the Ist 
of November. The climate is not half 
as bad as painted. The cold is intense 
in the winter, of course, but it is a dry 
cold^ and tliere are no winds to cut and 
bite. The Hudson Bay Company turns 
out its cayuses all winter, and in the 
epring they are fat and strong. There 
is grass in plenty for the animals which 
paw and root the thin covering of enow 
away and get at the feed. The Diamond 
S Company has mules, and is obliged to 
cut hay for its animals in the winter 
time. Trading posts are established 
along the trail from Telegraph creek to 
Teslin lake. The government built the 
trail, and it is a good one, you may be 
sure. Horses are not plentiful, as a good 
cay use sells for $ 150. This is because the 
two trading companies have a uionopoly 
of the furnishing of supplies, and own 
nearly all the animals. They are the 
freighters and packers for all the in- 
habitants. In tliat ■ country tliere are 
plenty of cariboo, moose and black bear 
Fish abound in myriads. In Teslin lake 
calmon weighing as much as -10 pounds 
are captured and most of the mountain 
streams have trout in abundance. A 
few grouse and pheasant are occasional- 
ly abot, but the great game bird in that 
country is the ptarmigan, of which there 
are countless thousands at times. 

niVEB ROUTE SAFE. 

" I know of white men who have lived 
;>0 years in that section and have grown 
ohi'ldreu. It is a niislake to believe that 
the country is not inhabitable. The 
Diamond S company has a trading post 
at the head of I'esliu lake. All its goods 
are brought over the government trail 
from the head of navigation on the 
.StickcLMi. I'/arly this spring the com- 
p;iuy tried the experiment of sending 
tluee barges laden with freight and pro- 
visions down the lake and rivers to the 
Klondyke poat. Indians were placed in 
charge. The barges were safely landed 
at their destination and the Indians re 
turned, When asked if 'the water route 
was safe they told the post traders that 
there was no more dtfnger tbani on the 
Btickeen, and that steamers could run 
as well as barges. 

"The man who goes to the Klondyke 
l)y this route is exposed to few more 
hardships than in any new country. 
1 Ic will not he obliged to walk at all. 
He can go nearly every foot of the way 
on train, steamer, horse and small boat 
Once at the head of navigation, the 
man with an outtit can employ Indians 
to do the drudgery of camp life and will 
be sure of safe pilots. The Indians, 
Taltans and Stickeens, get $2 a day and 
board. They' do the cooking, set up the 
camp and perform all other duties. All 
the prospecior or voyager is expected 
to do ia to get off his horse, the Indians 
do the rest at night and in the morn- 
ing. 

Bly property in that district con- 
sists of quartz claims, lain going back 
in two weeks by the route I have de- 
Hcrihed. My ))rincipal iihice of opera- 
fion will he o:i the llootlalinka river. 
.Should I decide to go to Klondyke, it 
will be an ea^-y matter to get down the 
Mver to the Yukon. As I remarked bo- 
iuii;, the Indiaua say there are n6:d9n- 



gerous rapids by this route. I believe 
it will be the future road to the Klon-

LEECH Rip]E^ Ql^KDZ.||^ 

Astonisblngly Rich Koek< X'ocated 'iWltbln 
Twenty, auies of Victoria— Ample Water 
; -Power to Run' a, Stamp Mill. 

One hundi-ed and seventy-Bix dollars 
per ton at a depth of four.and'a half feet 
is a good enough prospect on a free gold 
proposition to cauBe a very considerable 
stir, and wore it not that the mines of 
ultima thule entirely overshadow 
everything else in the way of exploit- 
ation of the hidden wealth of the land 
this same assay would no doubt have 
been the means of directing quite a 
rush to Leech river where the lead is 
situated. 

For about leu months Messrs. Bentley 
& McGregor have been out tramping 
the southern portion of the island 
on a prospecting tour. First of all 
their attention was turned to certain de- 
posits of asbestos which they pro- 
ceeded to develop and on one claim 
sank a shaft twenty feet, but the mineral 
could not be found in paying quantities. 
With the knowledge that many of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in gold had 
been taken out of Leech river in the 
early days and also aware of the fact that 
even at the present time quite a colony 
of gold hunters make exceedingly good 
wages washing the graverof that stream 
on the various bars in its course, these 
two prospectors were on the look out for 
something in the way of a free izold 
iiuartz ledge which all miners believe to 
be a raisgn de etro of the deposits found 
in the river bed itself. In this 
they were not mistnken, for during the 
latter part of last Juno a ledge was loca- 
toil which has been pronounced by many 
experts to be a true lisaure vein, and is 
twelve feet wide on the surface, show- 
ing clearly defined hanging walls of 
slate on both sides. The claim was vis- 
ited recently by 'Mr. W. .J. R. Cowell, 
and from samples knocked ofl the sur- 
face with his hammer the vein showed 
an average of $15.00 across its entire 
width. A shot was put in and fired, 
and from the quartz thus dislocated Mr. 
Cowell took average samples, which at 
two feet gave a return of if24.50. But at 
a depth of four and a half feet theaston- 
ishing value of $170 per ton was shown, 
much to the gratilicalion of the locators. 

The claim is situated about one 
mile from the old govern luent oflice 
at Leech river, and can be reached by a 
good road from Victoria, from which 
point it is 20 miles distant. With a 
horse and buggy visitors can drive to 
within ten minutes' walk of the shalt. 

In samples which Mr. Bentley has 
with him the gold is plainly visible to 
the naked eye, but many pieces of the 
rock which have been tested, although 
to the eye they showed no gold, when 
put into a mortar and pounded up many 
small pieces of gold were found. 

As Leech river practically runs 
across the ledge, it will be seen 
that there is ample water power 
1 1 operate a stamp mill and 
the actual cost of mining the quartz once 
the property is developed would not, in 
tlie opinion of expert miners, exceed 
$1.50 per ton. On this basis of economic 
treatment the average value of the 
quartz would not require to be very high 
to make the proposition a most valuable 
one. 

"Messrs. Bently and McGregor, in com-

NEWS OF TIIE MINES. 

Immense Body of Hydraulic Pay Gravel De- 
veloped at Big Bend — Silver 
Claims in Demand. 

The French Creek Mining Company, 
now operatinK in Big Bend, \a capital- 
izad for ii('2,000,000, and \a mostly con- 
trolled by five or six people of Chicago 
and Milvraukee. It is operating two 
and a half miles of ground on French 
creek, covering the well known claims 
Chicago, Ivoyal, Gold Hill, Honduras 
and Nugget. There is an immense body 
of gravel there and the cnbic contents of 
the body likely to pay Veil is estimated 
at 20,0110,000 yarda. Tlie company have 
a complete plant costing .t30,000 iri tran- 
sit to to the ground and are pusliing it 
through BO as to Imve it nearly all jjiit 
in by fall. But [or the unusual stages 
of water in the river this year they 
would have been much sooner on the 
ground, but they will be all ready to 
waeh next Beasou. They have installed 
a sawmill which has a capacity of 10,000 
feet per day, and it is now cutiiiig. They 
luvve about 60 men employed on Uiiiiie 
work, of which they are putting in about 
2,000 feet, and they soon ex- 
pect to have their pipe in 
place, as the steamer Lytloa has 
already taken up 20 tone of ittoLaPorto. 
Tbe lieivl of water will be 400 feet, and 
waebing will he started probably on the 
LioKl Hill claim. The company are also 
working about 111) [lack animals ami in- 
tend to liavu 75 or so packing from La 
I'orte to French Creek. Cleo. J. Atkins 
is president and manager of the com- 
pany. 

A RUSH FOR SILVER. 

The prosjjectors sent out by the East 
Kooteiiay rrospeuling and Development 
Company have returned, after having 
made some proraising locations on Isaac's 
creek, a stream emptying into the Col- 
umbia, about half way between Arrow- 
head and Kevelstoke. Three of the 
claims are on a ledge that is well defined, 
rungiiig in width from 10 to 12 feet. It 
is a high grade silver-lead property, 
carrying GO ounces in silver, 73 por cent, 
leatl'and .1il.80 in gold. The claims are 
about seven milea from the Columbia 
and easily uccoaeible by wagon road. A 
rush Is being made to the locality and u 
number of claims have been staked off.

Tilings are wearing a rosy hue at the 
Iron jNIaak mine at Roealand. Pay ore 
has been struck in both the east and 
west drifts being run from the Centre 
Star gulch, but tlie strong feature of the 
present situation la on the west side of 
the shaft. The westdrift is now 98 feet 
long and has been in ptiy ore for a week.

run for over 1,000 feet. The finding of 
a body of pay ore on the east side of the 
Iron 5laak shaft is of great importance 
to the Virginia. TiiIb claim lies just 
across Centre Star gnlch, on the east 
aide, and aa yet no high grade ore has 
yet been found upon it. It may be tbe 
iron Mask ore chute runs into the Vir- 
ginia ground. 

COMFRESBOR FOR TIIK BL^KSKT. 

A new seven drill compressor, hoist 
and SO horse-power boiler were ordered 
yesterday for the Sunset No. 2 at Ross- 
iand. The compressor will be placed on 
a level bench of land a little west of the 
wagon road, which runs near by. The 
hoist will be over the shaft on the south 
vein, where there is now such a line 
showing of ore, and aomedistance higher 
up the hill than the compressor. Ground 
is already been cleared for an ofhce 
building and boarding-house. When all 
these imprcv. ments are completed the 
Sunset will be thoroughly and comfort- 
ably equipped for buBinees. 

THAT MOIINING MYSTERY. 

Those Who Have Viewed the Strange Phe- 
nomena Decline to Accept the Fire- 
Raft Explanation. 

Mr. J. G. Elliott's explanation in Sun- 
day morning's Colonist of that peculiar 
light m the air that has been puzzling so 
tunny people of late, does not by anj' 

meane satisfy those who have had the 
privilege of viewing the phenomena. 
Firemen .'<wain and North for example, 
[iroteal that it could not have been the 
reflection of any lire-raft that they aaw 
— nor t!ie reflection of anythiiie else fpr 
that matter. Sliarjie Wilson write.s from 
Xanaimo to inquire if it waa a lire-iaft 
near Curdova bay that seemed lo float 
high in the sky, diffusing a dazzling 
radiance, how did it come that he waa 
able to see it distinctly at his home in 
the Coal City. And now comes forward 
another witness in the person of Mr. I^. 
Scrope Shrapnel, who writes from old 
Oak Bay to the following effect : 

" I noticed in your issue of the 8th 
instant a communication concerning the 
mysterious appearance of the morning 
liirht in the sky, aa witnessed by Fire- 
men North and Swain on the morning of 
the (Itli. The suggestion that the illu- 
iiiination was caused by lire rafts does 
not lift the veil by any means. Myself 
and other members of my family 
watched the same brilliant liulit as do- 
Bcribed by the above-mentioned firemen 
for nearly two hours. The only difler- 
ence was that it appeared to us to be 
directly over Mary Todd island, swaying 
from side to aide slowly, and aoinetimes 
rising and f.Uling in a similar manner. 
It waa decidedly no reflection, being 
quite BB bright, if not brighter, than the 
numerous Btars in view." 

In view of the number and credibility 
of the witntsaes, it is evident that Bome- 
thine out of the ordinary has been seen 
by them. The local staH'of the Coi.oxi.'iT 
would bo obliged if anyone seeing the 
mysterious light in the future would 
immediately communicate the fact.

A bhio book of 218 pages gives the list 
ot unclaimed balance,? in the banks of 
Canada. It ia a book that contains in 
its long tables tho foundation of many a 
romance if we conld only find out 
why the aeveral amounts lie un- 
claimed. Thus, lorty-flve years ago A. 
B. Dow, of Quebec, deposit iflOO in the 
Bank of British North America, and has 
loft it there ever eince. John Eoas, ai 
Montreal, did the same thing with .fiOO 
fifty years ago. Four men, nataed Stew- 
art, ol Manlocky, near Inverness, Scot- 
land, pat over $10,000 in this bank in 
18S8, and liavo not called for a dollar of 
it since. For eleven yaire the Bank ot 
Toronto has held !fl,06(> of Janet Miller's 
money. She used to live in Mineeing, 
Ont. George Yeitcli, of West Montreal, 
eft !f37S,82 in the Traders' Bank, when 
he died eij^ht years ago and no one has 
called for it. Barbara Fortunn inado a 
dopoEit oi :j;2,020 in the Bank of B.N. A. 
in 1S90, and that is the last time the bank 
ever lieard of lier, When the late Judge 
Gray left St. John, N.B., for Victoria, 
le omitted to draw out a little Ijalance 
of !fl.95 which has been BtaudinK in his 
name for thirty-one years. Twenty- 
tliree years ago W. Be>!k, of Victoria, 
had n balance to his credit in the Bank 
B.X.A. of $1,830,67, and it Btands 
there yet, For some myaterioaB BsaBon 
tho Victoria Board of ISducation have 
neglected to draw $6.50 from the eatne 
bank since May 25, 1871, Leon Mar 
left $200 in this bank on October U, 1878, 
and took a deposit receipt. A note to 
tlio table Bays that he is supposed to 
lave been drowned. For sixteen years 
this banlv lias held $10 belonuinj.' to the 
representatives of Malcoiin Mcls'^eil, of 
Nicola valley. It is over eif^ht years 
aince W. T. Spreadborougli, of Burrard 
Inlet, left $2,000 in thin bank and bo has 
never drawn a dollar ot it or asked any 
queationa about it; neither has S. II. K. 
HowlinBon, who lived in Victoria, p-ud 
any attention to liia $600 that has 
been there since 1891. A Seattle man 
named J. A. McCaul had $181 to hia 
credit nine years ago and has it vet. 
For twenty-flve years Samuel Hocking:, 
ol Victoria, has not felt the need of any 
part of the $500 that he left in tliia very 
excellent inslitution. tjuinton II. Kiuj:, 
ot PI. M. S. Partridee, has served bis 
t^ueen and conntHy without drawing any 
sart ot the$l,02l.S7 which he left in the 
tiank of Montreal \vhen ho waa in 
Halifax six yeara ano, The linn of J. 
Nairn it Co., on Montreal, do not appear 
to have been in linaneinl strnita for sixty 
yeara ; at least lliey have left ^835.85 for 
that leiiL'lh of time uncalled for in the 
Bank of IMontreal. More remarkable 
still ia the fact that tho Society for Bro- 
motittK Christian Knowledge has for 
nearly Hoventy yeara promoted Chris- 
tian knowledge without the $0.80 which 
its treasurer put in the bank 
1828. Tor twenty years the Bank 
of Moutreal baa held unclaimed 
$1,000 deposited by D. VVataon, 
of Louiaviile, Kentucky. For sixteen 
years Mrs. J. E. Miller, whose maiden 
name was Elizabeth McLean, liaa not 
drawn upon the $0,01)11.12 standinir to 
her credit at the IMontreal City and Dis 
trict Savini^B Bank. The Bank of Brit 
iali Colnnibia baa $91 which tliu Van 
couver Kowiuf; Clnli, described in a note 
aa " no%v defunct," left on depoeit on 
March 20, 1873. 

Sucli are aomc of the items in the long 
lists that strike the eve on a hurried snr- 
ve)'. In all the banks held unclaimed 
upwards of $100,000. Are you in it? If 
you are not perhaps some of your friends 
are.

ONE OF THE OLDEST SHIPS. 

Aa Ampriinu ISark Itullt lu 17tl4 .Still 
UoiuK Duty. 

TliG biirk Truu liove, built in .Phila- 
delphia in 17G-1, has .'been found upon 
search to bo yot afloat in theciipacity of 
a coal hulk, engaged in active trade. 
This discovery was made through u cii.s- 
uiilty recorded iuthe Maritijuo Kschiiuge 
as follows: True Love, biifge, was in 
colir.siou with schooner Gravcisend of 
London, off GravcBcnd, and had port 
ipiarter damaged to Bucli .iii extent that 
it WHS fnund necessary to tow her into 
R()clu'.>^tpr, and aho arrived ut that place 
hi cluirgn of the tug Comuiorco. The 
hue Love has not only outlived her 
builders and their BucoesBor% hut has 
ul.so outlived every craft that was built 
in her time and for many years after- 
ward, and this fat.'t, coupled with the 
report that the historic craft is still en- 
giif^ed in active pursuits, places Phila- 
delphia at tho very top notch as a ship- 
building center. 

In 1764, when this fanioii.q old craft 
wa.s launched on tho banks of the Dela- 
ware, although her length was but 9G 
feet 8 inches, she was then tho largest 
vcK.sel of commerce that tho Delaware 
had ever floated. Contrast this with the 
dimensions of the huge Hambarg- Amer- 
ican Piickot company 'sstoainsbip Podh- 
fiylvania, wlioKO length is £87 feet, and 
one will bo amazed with tho magnitude 
t)f tlie nindcrn ship of commerce. The 
True Love, upon being completed, sailed 
av,-ay from Philadelphia curly in 1705, 
una no record is had of her return to 
thi.s city until Aug. 23, 1873, when, ut 
the ago of 109 ycar.s, she oamo into port 
from Ivigtut, Greenland, with a cargo 
of kryolito in command of Captain 
Thomas Nathaniel, consigned to B. 
Crowley. She -was discharged here and 
surveyed by tho Americau Lloyds in 
October, 1878, and sailed away, never 
to return agiiiu. Upon her arrival short- 
ly afterward iu Loudon she was sold 
and turned into a coal hulk, in which 
capacity she still serves. 

Tho dimeusioua of this famous True 
Love arc: Length, 90 foot 8 inches; 
beam, 2(1 feet <J inches; depth of liold, 
17 feet. She mea.surod aOG tons register, 
and, like all old craft, carried very lit- 
tle more cargo. - 

The discovery that there was still 
afloat a Philadelphia built vessel of such 
an age has cau.'--(!d much ccmmont on 
the floors of tho Maritime Exchange, 
and sonio shipping men are of the opin- 
ion that this old craft should, if po.ssi- 
ble, be purchased as a relic. Records 
show that tho True Love was Cor a time 
owned iu Hull, England, by G. Dalil 
previous to her pnrcliuso by John S. 
Ward of London, and duriug that time 
.'he wa.s engaged in tho Baltic trade. — 
Philadelphia Press. ■

Seals have on either side of tho noso 
a little Kcattrring bunch of whiskers or 
bristles something like acat'H whiskers. 
The bristles of the hair seal — the species 
at the aquarium uC Battery park — are 
not so long as those of the fur seal, but 
they are three or four inches in length, 
and tliey are white and slender and flex- 
ible. Tho older of the aquarium seals, 
which has hreii there about SJ,^ years, 
gets a lot of fuu out of its -wliisker.s. It 
juggles things in the water with them 
for hours at a time. 

There may be floating in the pool a 
fra{;uieiit of fish skin, for instance, loft 
frcuu the lust feeding. Tlio seal will 
swim under thi.s and raise it on tho tips 
of its slender heutling whiskers. The 
fragment float.s away or dodges off with 
the agitation of tho water caused by the 
seal's motions, and the seal swings its 
bead under it and raises it again on its 
whisker tijis. If it slides down a wave 
that tho seal has rai.sed, tho seal swims 
after it. Tho seal is a very rapid and 
gnieeful swimmer. Sometimes this seal 
when it has tossed up the fragment of 
lisli .skin iu this way will turn over in 
the water with a swift spiral movement 
and eutch the fi.sh skin on its bristles 
uf^aiti when it comes up. It is somc- 
iliing like a man tossing things up iu 
the air and then turning round and back 
iu time to catch them whoa they come 
down.

Iiispector Collister Charg-ed WitU 
Grave Abuse of His OlHcial 
?ositiou. 



Material For Brotchie Ledffe Beacon. 
—The " Willapa's " First 
Trip Completed. 



Whether Captain R. Collister, the 
government inspector of hulls, did 
or did not make use of hia 
ofEcial position for the gratifi- 
cation of peieqnal spite, is beiug made 
the subject of a formal investigation by 
Captain Gaudin, resident agent of t(ie 
marine department, acting under special 
instructions from the federal capital. 
The inquiry was to have been opened 
some days ago, but numerous adjoumx 
ments have been necessitated by tho ab- 
sence from the city of material witneBsee, 
and it was not nntil yesterday moniins 
that the hearing of the charges was pro- 
ceeded with, Mr. George E. Powell coq- 
ductingt the " prosecution." There are 
several events in the bill of complaint, 
the first of which is baaed upon the in- 
formation of James Tagg, a ship carpen- 
ter. This gentleman on oath yesterday 
asserled that ho had been employed on 
the alteration of tho steamer Coquitlam, 
but had lost hia work in connection with 
that contract throuuh Captain Collia- 
ter'B interference. In corroboration of 
Mr. Tagg's complaint, a fellow- workman, 
Edward Kermode, was called, who tea- 
tilled to having heard the Inspector say 
that he " woulcl make it warm for TagR 
and his crowd." It was soon after thia 
that Tagg had been told by the foreman 
that ho might put in hia time, aa Cap- 
tain Collister objected to hie being em- 
ployed on tl\e job, and he would accord- 
ingly have to go. Another witnesa waa 
shipbuilder W. J. Stevena, who repeated 
the Bubatance of a conversation he had 
had with Captain Freeman of the Co- ' 
quitlam, in which that gentle- 
man had informed him ho would 
have ■ to " let Tagg out," as 
Captain Collister had objected to 
hia employment on the work, and the 
steamer's owners did not think it would 
be policy tooflend the inspector. Cap- 
tain Freeman had at the same time re- 
gretted the necessity for Tagg'a dismia- 
sal, as he admitted ho was a very cap- 
able workman, and had given nodis- 
aatisfaction. The same witneae, Mr. 
Stevens, charged that Captain Collister 
had endeavored to prevent Mr. Shotbolt 
giving him tho building of thecanneqr 
Bteamer Swau, and had at the same time ' 
done all in his power to secure the con- 
tract for hia friend, Mr. Warner. 
Another instance waa cited in which 
Captain Collister waa charged with hav- 
ing objected to his (Mr. Stevens) en- 
gagement aa superintendent of the re- 
pairs of the Cariboo and Fly — the burden 
of the testimony being ' intended to 
demonstrate that the inepector had been 
syetematically " pulling " for certain 
particular ship builders and workmen, 
at the expense of others equally capable 
though not enjoying the advantage of 
hia favor. The inquiry had reached this 
peint, when an adjournment wasapplied 
for and obtained, the hearing of testi- 
mony to be continued to-morrovp, when 
Captain Darling, managing owner of the 
Coquitlam, and Oliver Richards, foreman 
on the repairing of that Bteamer, will 
tell what they know of the circam- 
Btancea of Tagg's dismiBBal. Tfaomaa 
Shaw, the contractor for tbe Ooquitlam 
repairs, gave evidence yesterday that to 
the best of bis belief the foreman dis- 
charged Tagg upon inatructiona, in- 
directly received, from Inspector Col- 
liater. 

L.AUOK IS .SCAHCE. 

The exodus for the " land of ice and 
snow " has had a material efl'ect on tho 
labor question in .the " land of sunshine, 
fruit and flowers," eays the San Fran- 
cisco Call. At the present time there 
are three vessels lying in the stream 
unable to obtain crews, while half a 
dozen others are patiently awaiting tho 
completion of their loading. The seawall 
is gorged with freightandthereissomuch 
on the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company's wharf that the Columbia 
will have to seek another wharf on which , 
the freight and paaseugera from Port- 
land oan be landed. Steamers in the 
coastwise trade are all the way from two 
to Qve houra late, owing to the fact that 
so many veeaela have been withdrawn 
from the regular traffic and pat in " the 
rush to Klondyke."

If thoBe who are now leaving for the 
upper Yukon placers do not reach their 
deatination until spring and then with 
greatly reduced equipment, they can 
blame no one but themselvea for their 
mistake in setting out at the wrong sea- 
son of the year. The advice of those 
who have gone before is don't try it un 
til spring ; the British government eo 
recently as in J uly gave publicity to the 
same advice ; and even the United Statea 
secretary of the interior has seen fit to 
address a caution to " whom it may con- 
cern," pointing out how little prospect 
there is at present of getting through to 
the great river of the north, the passes 
even now beinc blocked with fortune- 
seekera and their equipments unable to 
make further progresB. The great fear 
of the BovernmentB is that hundreds of 
hopeful men will be compelled to winter 
intbeso desolate mountains and that 
death instead of fortune will be their re- 
ward. 

And yet there eeeme to be no diminu- 
tion of the numbers eager to get away. 
Although men are working night and 
day to get the big steamship Bristol off 
with her load of miners, it will be to- 
morrow noon before she will bu ready to 
sail. The building of so many 
berths for passengers and etalla for 
horees, proves a greater undertak- 
ing than was at hrst supposed. 
Away down in the hold stalls are going 
up thick and last. Along the poop deck 
accommodation for 38 nack animals has 
been provided, but this'spacehaBalready 
been pre-empted by Mr, Wilson, a 
Victorian, who is shipping 63 head. All 
told there have been booked for the 
trip 300 horseB, mules and oxen, 00 head 
of which are expected to arrive from the 
Bound on the steamer City of Kingston 
this morning. There will be room on 
the vessel for 500 horses, and Messrs. 
F. C. DavidgBit Co., the agents of the 
steamer, expect to accommodate just 
that number. They were unable to 
ascertain any information by wire 
from their Sound or Vancouver agen- 
cies yesterday owing to the telegraphic 
service being suspended, but the mail 
will no doubt contain news that will 
show the available space of the Bristol to 
be more limited than appears. For 
the same reason —the wires being down 
—the agents could give no idea of the 
number of passengers who will bo 
leaving on the steamer. Among 
those ' who will go from Victoria 
are iVlr. Herbert Koper, formerly 
secretary of the Y.M.O.A.; W.H.Perry, 
the Broad street sheet-metal worker, 
and Mesars. Rogers and Wilson. Al- 
ready the Bristol is the home of many 
strangers in town — people from all parts 
of the United States and Canada. One 
courageous little woman from New 
Mexico, who has never seen snow or 
cold weather, with her little girl, is 
among the company. She expects to 
join a party of friends at Skagway bay, 
who went North on the Willamette some 
days ago. 

" I do not dread the expedition,' said 
Mrs. Baldereon — that is her name— last 
evening. "There is a good deal of 
novelty about it, I suppose, and 1 
know there will be a good many 
discomforts to be met with, 
but we hope to reach Dawson City this 
fall. lama stenographer, and expect 
to put in the winter at my regular call- 
ing. In the spring I will endeavor to 
secure a claim, and 1 will have it 
worked." 

Mrs. Balderaon is a widow, and her 
little daughter is but 13 years ol age. 

Among other passengers who are 
goine on the Bristol will be Senator 
Range and son, of Washington, T>. C. 
Parties of eight, ten, twelve, and so on, 
are here from Montana, Illinois and 
Chicago, All, or nearly all, are passen- 
gers taking horses with them, and these, 
many with their pack saddles on, are 
helping to make the outer wharf ; 
strong attraction for hundreds to visit

A DAKGEll .SLGiVAL. 

The United States Secretary of the Interior 
Seeks to Check the Klondyke 
Hush. 

W-vsiiLVCiTON, Aug. 10. — Secretary 
Elisa has taken cogni/.ance of the rush 
to the Klondyke gold fields and has is- 
sued the following warning to the gen- 
eral public : 

To Whom It May Concern :— In view 
of the information received at this de- 
partment that 3,000 people with 2,000 
tons of baggage and freight are now 
waiting at tlie entrance to White Pass 
in Alaska for an opportnnily to cross 
the liiountuins to the Yukon river, and 
that many more are preparing to join 
them, I deem it proper to call the alteii- 
tion of ail who contemplate makiuir tbat 
trip to the exposure, privation, suH'ering 
and danger incident thereto at thip ad- 
vanced period of the season, even if tlioy 
should succeed in crossing the moun- 
taina. To reach Dawson City when over 
the pass 700 miles of difficult navigation 
on the Yukon river without adequate 
means of transportation will still be be- 
fore them, and it is doubtful if the 
journey can be completed before the 
river is closed with ice. I am moved to 
draw public notice to these conditions 
by the gravity of the possible conse- 
quencea to people detained in the moun- 
tainous wilderness during live or six 
months of tlie Arctic winter, where no 
relief can reach them, however great the 
need.

THOSE MINING! REGULATIONS. 

Last Evening's Meetlnc Appoints a Com- 
mittee to Give Them Careful 

Consideration, 

About two hundred citizens met in 
the City Hall last nigtit to take into 
consideration the Yukon mining regul- 
ations, His Worship, Mayor Red fern, 
occuping the chair. Alter reading the 
requisition, His Worship said that there 
would doubtless be unanimity on the 
necessity for changes being made in the 
regulations in respect to the proposal to 
reserve alternate claims and exact 
royalties of 10 and 20|per csnt. He ex- 
pressed himself strongly ou the import- 
ance of prompt action being taken to 
impress the Dominion government with 
the views of practical men on the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson took the plat- 
form and submitted a resolution, con- 
demning both the reservation and the 
royalty. He thought the royalty was 
outrageouslv high and the reservation 
provision utterly unworkable. Ho did 
not believe there were any politics in 
the matter. He himself was a Liberal, 
but he could not support thegovernment 
in such regulations wliicli ho believed 
were framed by inexperienced men. 

Mr. J. Clearihno said he had been 
asked to second the resolution and did 
so because he was fully in accord with 
its principles, although as he had never 
seen the resolution before he could say 
very little about it. Ho tlaought the 
royalty was unnecessary, and that the 
government would get enough money 
from the registration fees and annual 
licenses to pay all the expenses of ad- 
ministration. It was said that the gold 
belonged to all the people, but he thought 
those had the best right to it who went 
up into the Arctic regions and endured 
hardship to get it. lie feared the pro- 
vision for a reservation would lead to 
bloodshed. The administration of the 
law would not be difficult because the 
fact that the country is under the British 
flag is a guarantee of good order. Ho 
referred to Cassiar where the same class 
of men had gone and where the best of 
order prevailed. 

Mr. C. H. Lugrin arose to say that the 
meetinu in passing a resolution on such 
a grave subject must be careful that the 
position taken was one that could be 
sustained. On the point aimed at there 
would be no difference of opinion, but 
the recitals in the jiroiioBed resolution 
would not stand criticism and would 
subject the meeting to the charge that 
it did not know what it waa talking 
about. He took the several paragraphs 
np in detail and pointed out wherein 
tliey might be amended. He thought a 
resolution should be framed that could 
be defended in all its parts and not 
merely as to its conclusion. He would 
like to see a resolution passed urging 
some of the ministers to come out to the 
Coast and talk with men of experience 
and find cut just what i; 
needed. There would be no de 
lay in taking this course, because 
the regulations can not be put in opera- 
tion this year owing to the latcnesB ol 
the,8eaeon, and if thegovernment can be 
Induced to hold the matter open there 
will be plenty of tbne for them to take 
the advice of practical men on the mat- 
ter and frame a plan that will be fair to 
all. 

Captain Irving, ^I.P.P., was of the 
opinion that the resolution as offered 
was not in shape to go to the govern- 
ment, and before anything of tlie kind 
was passed it should bo put in such a 
way that it would be perfect and not 
open to criticisms by the government. 
He moved that Messrs. Thomas ICarle, 
M,P., and C. II. Lugrin, together with a 
practical miner, be named as a commit- 
tee to frame a proper resolution to be 
submitted to a meeting to be called for 
next Friday evening. 

Mr. Thos. Earle,M. P., on coming for 
ward said he would have, liked to have 
seen more of the leaders of the party, 
who support the present; goverament 
present in order that it would not have 
y;i\'en the idea of an opposition meeting. 
The press supporting the government 
liad taken up this uiatter in a very milk 
and water way and in some cases bad 
actually supporte<l the measure. It was 
not a political matter and he regretted 
exceedingly IhiU some of the leading 
[nemberaof the Liberal par'tv had nut 
been prc-eut to take part, in ojiposing 
this most nefarious measure. 

Capt. Irving then nominated in addi 
tion to two gentlemen alreatly named 
Dr. Milne, W. A. Robertson ami S:fnator 
Mclnnes. This resolution prevailed and 
the meeting then adjourned until 8 
o'clock on Friday evening.

J. W. Foster by Professor Henry J 
Elliott in hia answer to Aasietant Sucre 
tary Day. The statement saya : 

" Professor Elliott is not now, nor has 
he been for several years past, connect 
ed with the Smithsonian institute or any 
department of the government. In 1890 
he made a report upon- the seal islands 
as an agent of the treasury department 
but it was so full of inaccurate state- 
ments, betrayed such a want of scientific 
knowledge, was so hoEtile to the inter 
csts of tiie United Statea and was writ 
ten in such a prejudiced spirit that Sec 
rotary Blaine declined to send it to con 
gress or allow it to be ))rinte(i. 
. " From that time Profeesor Elliott 
ceased to have any connection with the 
government nnd tlio ofliciala say he has 
lost no opportunity to attack any step 
taken by it on the subject and to abuse 
all ))OrsonB having a'nyoffloial relation to 
sealing matterar"^ HiffteifOTt was printed 
by the British government and atrongly 
relied upon by tbe.Brltibh counsel before 
the tribunal to overthrow the position of 
the United States." 



To San Francisco the opening of Dyea 
as a sab-port of entry ,so says the Call of 
recent dale, means taking a great 
amount of business away from vessels of 
this port by Canadians, and it also 
means a loss of trade to the estent that 
trade accompanies transportation faoili- 
ties. EdwtnGopdall, of Goodall, Per- 
kins & Oo. and the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship-Oompany, stated the situation in 
relation to San Francisco's shipping and 
buBinesa interests, as follows: 

' Victoria will gain a large proportion 
of the business not alone because of the 
tariff, but especially through the assist- 
ance given the Canadians by oar govern- 
ment in making Dyea a sub-pjlt of en- 
try. Heretofore all foreign vessels have 
had to enter at Juneau and discharge 
their cargo there and pay duty there. 
15y reason of this favor granted by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, foreign ves- 
.■iels can go right to Dyea and discharge 
freight, and, as we understand it, ship 
it across to Canada in bond, with no 
duty or impediment of any kind or de- 
scription, while if they had to land at 
Juneau the freight have to be reshlpped 
to Dyea, 100 miles away, in American 
vessels. This would largely offset 
the doty on American goods taken in. 

" Now, the Canadians have all the ad- 
vantages that the Americana have and 
the advantage of .their duty besides. In 
other words, this country has given them 
practically all the advantages they could 
have if the owned the country them- 
selves, and this, while they have been 
using the greatest efTorts to secure the 
country by claiming that the boundary 
is wrong. But they needn't worry much 
about that now, as tbey have all tlio ad- 
vantages of ownership except the privi- 
lege of the coasting trade— that is, they 
can'tj transport freight and passengers 
between two American ports, Juneau 
and Dyea, for instance. But now nearly 
all the business la going direct from Ban 
Francisco, Puget Sound or Victoria to 
Dyea and Skogaway without stopping at 
Juueau. 

" The most singular thing is that this 
government should grant tbia favor ask- 
ed when the very and only object was to 
take business from Americana and trans- 
fer it to British ships and British mer- 
chants. No American except paidattor- 
neya for the Canadian Pacific Railroad 
asked it, aa far aa we are advised. All 
the Americans concerned throughout 
the country proteated moat vigorously. 
I believe it was claimed at 'Washington 
that it was done for 'diplomatic' 
reasons. 

" To show the difl'erence between Brit- 
ish and American policies, some years 
ago the Canadian government fined our 
company ^500 for inadvertently carrying 
a passenger between two Canadian ports 
— Nanaimo and Victoria. It was done 
by the captain without knowledge that 
he waa violating the law. We were 
lined $1,000, but it was finally reduced 
to $500and we paid it. 

"Here. Is another illustration that 
should be kept in mind since we are con- 
sidering the proposition of stopping our 
Bteaiuers on their trips at Port Sinapson, 
B.C., which was then a port of entry, 
The same people who have now asked 
and secured this concession from our 
government then used their influence to 
have Port Simpson closed aa a port of 
entry for foreign vessels, that they might 
retain its carrying business by prevent- 
ing our calling there, and it was quickly 
done by the Dominion government. 

" I see no reason why they should not 
impose a duly on American goods if 
they want to; but what seems singular 
is that the .\merican government should 
help transfer business from the Ameri- 
can to the British side. 

" Previous to this no English vessels 
at all have gone there, except once some 
years ago when the Islander went to 
Juneau witli excursionists. Now the 
Islander and Danube have sailed, or are 
about to flail, or their first trips to 
.Miiaka, and are doing a great businesB. 
Two or three vessels have sailed from 
Victoria, and the Bristol, a steamer 
larger tlian the Willamette, capable of 
(tarrying 1,000 passengers, TiOO horses and 
li.OOO tons of freight, is being j)repare(l to 
zo from Victoria to I^yea. This has tlie 
effect of helping greatly the British Co 
luinbia Merchants to get the outlitling 
business away from the merchants iiere 
and at Seattle. Senator Perkins made a 
vigorous protest at Washington, but the 
business men here have not yet dis- 
played any interest in the situation. 

"It moans a great deal to the trade of 
San Francisco, On account of the great 
rush it is not fcltas much just now as it 
otherwise would be, but the effect will 
bo felt more and more in the future, 
especially when the boom revives in the 
8])ring. U, of course, takes a large 
amount of paseenger traflic away from 
American sliippini:, nnd in this line it 
allects not only our vessels but all the 
other American vessels that are being 
rushed into the trade or being planned 
lor it in the future. 

" We think that the Alaskan trade is

going to be great and permanent. 
We have great confidence in the 
richness of the quartz mines 
along the southeastern coast of 
Alaska, and think that there will be a 
rapid and extensive development of 
them. I think that in the Yukon coun- 
try new discoveries as rich as that of the 
Klondyke will be made. Our business 
from San Francisco has been more than 
doubled in the last few weeks and we 
have shipped a large amount of goods to 
the merchants in tbe Northwest. The 
trade will probably keep up during this 
month and then fall away almost entire- 
ly next month. It will revive about 
February, and the indications are that 
there will be a perfect avalanche next 
spring. This trade is of ereat import- 
ance to San Francisco and San Francisco 
should look out for its interests."
